STARVING INDIANS,

Destitution at Poplar
Agency.

Great Creek

S ——

Forr Buronp, D, T., February 1H.—
The condition of the Indinus nt the Pop-
Inr Crook and Wolf Point agenciea is ao
deplorable that unless epoudy relief is

afforded many of them will die from
starvation.  The allowance is so mengor

that it is not muflicient in itself to keep
them alive, Heretofores game has hoen
plentiful in the regioms along the Mis-
souri and DMills rivers, and the In-
ditns  were  able, with the lit-
tle nssistance  they received from
the government, to live with com-
parative  comfort, but  now  the
game is all destroyed, and the question
has reaolved itself to this: They must
pither be fed by the government or
starve,  OF the 50,000 dogs in the pos-
session of the Indians at Wolfl Point une
year ago not ona i8 now left. In addi-
tion to the dogs many of tho ponics have
beon eaten and many traded off for food,
Much the enina state of things exists at
the Poplar Creck agency. 1t isa com-
mon thing to see mothers of young girls
ioing asbout after nightfall offering them
to any one who will urnish
them with the means of keeping
themsolves from starvation. Mr. Sny-
der, the agent, in doing everything
1 his power to relieve their distress, but
his supplies are ap limited that he can do
but little, Men who were strong and
vigorous i few munths ago are so reduced
by hunger that they are scarcély ablo to
walk. Women and children are gnunt
and hollsw-eyed from starvation. One
smull seoop of Hour each weok and a fow
pounds of beef ench month comprise the
issue to them, and they are so hungry
that when the issue is made to them thay
ent it all in & day or two. Beveral of
them huave been found dend between
their lodges at the agoncy, being so
reduged by hiunger as to be unable 1o re-
aiat the recent cold weather. Sucecor
should be provided, and speedily, if they
aro to bo rescued  from a  terrible fato,
These are facts.  Three hundred tons of
twy for the public nnimals ot Iort Bu-
ford, gathored by tho Iabor of the troops,
were burned by an incendiary on the
night of February 4, leaving the post al-
most entirely without hay, The deed
wig prompted no doubt by a desire on
the part of some one to sell hay to the
government at high prices.
